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At the instigation of Lt. Gen. Makarov, Heitsch arranged that 
tractor trials should be held at Zittan on 12 Anril 1950. The 
vurpose of these trials was to enable a selection committee to 
decide upon the type of tractor which would be most suitable 
for drawing the artillery pieces assigned to the Objekte. 


The committee consisted of Lt. Gen. Makarov and Ist Lt. Krifsov, 
who represented the SKK, Col. Korolov representing the Russian 
liaison officers attached to the Volksvolizei, Heitsch, “ulz, 
Insp. Hoffmann and Pol. Rat Bohn, representing the HVA; 

Insp. Hagen and a Pol. Ob. Rat, name unknown from Zittau., 

Lt. Gen. Makarov did not, however, attend the triais, though 
arrangements had been made for him to be present. Col. Korolov 
wore the uniform of a VP-Insnekteur. 


The tractors on trial were the Pionier (40 HP), the Aktivist 
(30 HP) and the IFA (22 HP) ~ all normally used oniy for 
agricultural vurnoses. Artillery nieces used in the trial were 
alt Russian. They included the 152 mn, the 122 mm, and the 
76,2 MMe 


The result of the trials was not favorable. Both the Aktivist 
and the IFA were generally considered to be unsuitable for 
heavy work. It was thought, however, that the IFA might be 
of use for training purvoses only. It.was decided that 25 
Pionlers should be ordered from Zwickau with the intention of 
allocating three to each "B" Schule and four to each "B" 


Bereitschaft. Insp. Hoffmann was instructed to pnrepare a full 
report on the trials for Lt. Gen. Makarov. 
Of the 15C “ZI° 3-ton trucks, earlier revorted to be at 


Frankfurt/Oder, 85 have now been delivered to the HVA and are 
now in Zentral Gerdtelager Berlin-Lichtenberg. <A further 15 
are still at the frontier.
